‘A Referohco to a sale of somo 
Chinese porcelain, collected by a 
descondant of the founder of Bond- 
street, serves as n reminder that 
it was Sir Thomas Bond to whom 
that distinction is duo, ‘thta able 
business man, who had advanced 
large sums to Charles I, in his 
exile, and who was created a baro- 
net in 1668, placed himself at the 
head of a building syndicate in 
1683, 

The first operation was to buy 
Atbemarle House and grounds from 
the impoverished second duke for 
£86,000. Chancellor Clarondon 
had built it orlginally for £60,000, 
- Then the house was levelled and 
the site cleared. Evelyn, in his 
diary, wrote that “certain rich 
bankers, and merchants, are de- 
signing a now town.” .

AUTHOR'S " PRAISE 


“When compared with China, 
America would appear to be enjoy- 
ing a wild boom,” sald Mr, Dale 
Carnagie, the prominent American 
unthor, who is making his first trip 
to the Orient. 

Interviewed by u Sunday Herald 
reporter on board the s.s. President 
Jackson, Mr. Carnagie was generous 
in his praises of the Far East, but 
admitted that he was astounded by 
the mode of living namong the 
Chinese. 

Mr. Carnagie {fs the author of 
“Lincoln the Unknown,” and during 
the Interview he revealed the In- 
spiration which prompted him to 
write the book. 

“Conditions in America are just 
nbout as bad as they can possibly 
be” he sald, “but compared with 
the Chinese at the present moment 
We ure not so bad off a8 we are 
wont. to imagine. ‘True, enough, 
many of the unemployed would be 
starving: if it were not for the help 
rendered by the Government, but 
China makes one wonder how far 
human endurance can go.” 

“Tam full of admiration for the 
people of this country, for {n spite 
of the obvious hardships they are 
under) ing, I cannot claim to have 
seen a.single person unhappy over 
his or her Jot. They seem -to me 
the most cheerful race of people on 
earth.” 

A British Atmosphere. 


Mr. Carnagie expressed much 


wonder that the people of tho citics 
did not go to the country, and help 
to develop the land, when informed 
of the vast arenas of Innd still 
undeveloped. 

“The chief trouble, scems to be 
over-population in towns,” he ‘added. 

“One of the first things that 
atruck me on my nrrival here,” ho 
continued,” was the typically Bri- 
tish atmosphere of the place. I 
should imagine life here would be 
very frec and easy. The whole 
atmosphere of the pince seems 
cleaner than that of Shanghai.” 

“The sampnn people I find a very 
problematic study. Only this morn- 
ing I saw one woman with a large 
net fishing the slops and ships re- 
fuse out of the water. Later, I 
kaw her sort it over. There was 
very little she discarded. The 
majority was carefully put into 
what I presume to be the family 
pantry.” 

"People who live in civilised 
countries, ‘take meals as a matter 
of course, but I imagine there must 
be many people in China who won- 
der where the next meal is coming 
from.” 

“It seems incredible.”

Will Germany Turn To Hitler ? 


‘YVHE German voters to-day may decide not only the fate of Ger- 

many but also the fate of Europe and the whole world. The elec- 
tion issues are much more than domestic and the consequences of the 
election of Hitler would-change the present trend of world affairs. 
It is a momentous day and interest abroad is acute, speculation on 
the probable results being mixed with more than a little fear and 
apprehension. Crushed under heavy and decisive defeat fourteen 
years ago, and since then oppressed with a load of obligations, both 
financial and political, that have threatened the nation with eco- 
nomic ruin, Germany considers that she has a grievance and the 
manner of secking redress will be decided to-day. The voters are 
faced with the choice of adopting open deflance, as advocated by the 


fiery Hitler, or n pursuance with the patient, sound policy of grad-|. 


ual progress towards recovery and liberation from the yoke of the 
Versailles Trenty. There is a solid block of opinion supporting the 
cautious policy of the former Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, but the 
ranks of the discontented have been growing rapidly of late and the 
recent Nazi recruits number millions. Lausanne was undoubtedly 
a bitter disappointment for Germany and the diplomats aided Hit- 
ler’s cnuse by their niggardly policy on reparations. If Hitler is re- 
garded as a menace to the peace of Europe the Lausanne statesmen 
did nothing to remove, that menace, and if the Nazis gain power 
much of their success will be directly attributed to Lausanne. The 
question of Germany’s political demands {fs an open one, but there is 
every justification for resentment at the manner in which the re- 
parations problem was treated. Complete cancellation was the ob- 
vious and desirable course, but, yielding to French insistence, the 
Conference imposed a penalty which leaves the cdncesston almost 
valueless to Germany. In view of the professed new international 
spirit of co-operation and agreement it is difficult to reconcile the 
noble sentiments expressed at Lausanne with the refusal to grant 
Germany equality. Whatever the views of the War, the peoples of 
the world are satisfied that the price has been paid and that the 
new generation should not_be punished for the guilt of their fathers, 
The outstanding impression of present-day Germany is the hope- 
Tessness of the people, despair prevailing.. Resenting the oppres- 
sion under which they are placed, and driven to desperation, the 
German youth are flocking to the banner of Hitler who promises to 
free the nation, peacefully or by resistance. The failure of the poli- 
ticians to remedy the situation. is inexplicable as the poverty of Ger- 
many is one of the big factors in the present depression. A mea- 
sure of France’s insistence is comprehensible byt the demand for 
security is an exaggerated one by a nation possessing the military 
strength of France. The new Germany would have little to rain by 
attacking hor neighbour and there has been evident no desire for 
ary such action. But if the peonle are goaded into action a resort to 
force may become inevitable. If France {g" sincere-in her aims. to- 
wards 2 g¥aNinteo of peace, a magnanimous and generous attitude 
would be the best means of securing that.end.- Under the circum- 
stances {t fs not surprising that sympathy should be with Germany. 
rather than with France. - os ‘

Officials of the Japanese Con- 
sular body are reticent upon the 
matter but it is understood that 
unless the situation is 
dixtely remedied, Japan intends 
to take the matter up before the 
International Joint Commission.

Some years ago, a friend of mine, 
onc of the moat sensible and prac- 
tleally-minded individuals 1 havo 
jknown, worked out a scheme .by 
which he would travel from England 
ito .Formosa on a push-bike and 
lwith a folding tent to provide him 
a lodging each night.

The Olympiad formed the most 
notable of four great Panhellenic 
festivals, the first of which was 
recorded in 776 B.C., to be, ban- 
ned by decree of Theodosius, Em- 
peror of Rome, in the fourth con- 
tury. 

FIRST REVIVAL. 

The first rovival of the Games 
was made’ possible by the palns- 
taking efforts of the French baron, 


Pierre de Coubertin, In 1896. In 
that year Athens was the venue of 
the first of the modern Olympiads, 
which were patterned after the old 
foatival of anctent-Groece. In the 
coursa of thirty-six yonrs tho 
Olympics have grown to their pro- 
scat world-wide importance. 


Amorlca won nino of tho four- 
teen ovents at the Athons Olym- 
plad and repeated her feat, at the 
Paris Olympiad in 1900 whero they 
staged - an athictic massacre.

but if they succeed in passing the 
filters or become embedded in, for 
example, a soft aluminium alloy pis- 
ton they may do renl damage. 
Secondly, 2 sum may | be full of oil 
and yet practically devold of lubri- 
cant. If engine off and water ore 
churned together they form an 
emulsion indistinguishable by, an 
unpractised eye Trom fresh oll, 

There is niways o risk of water 
being present in the sump, It may 
leak from the cooling system. A 
third of the exhaust vapour con- 
sists of water vapour, which may 
penetrate into the sump past ile 
fitting piston rings. These water 
deposits become churned with the 
oll by genred oi] pumps and. if an 
emulsion forms in sufficient quan- 
tities, one may even find that though 
all the machined stecl parts inside 
an engine are filmed with . green 
alime yet all of them are being at- 
tacked by rust.

Carbon Dioxide In 
Cylinders. 


London, July 8. 

Tho firal of a new type of fire 
tender has been delivered to Red- 
ear Corporation, 

Tho machine has a ‘special 
kind of body with the. Lux 
equipment manufactured by the 
Walter Kidde Company, Limit- 
ed, mounted on a Commer 
Centaur chassis, It nccom- 
modates six men. The tender has 
been built to the order of John Kerr 
and Co., Fire Protection Engincers, 
of Northwick and Manchester, by 
Fleming Bros., Ltd, of Redear.. 

The object of the tender is to en- 
able an adequate supply of carbon 
dioxide, compressed to a Hquld and 
carried in cylinders, to be taken to 
the fire in the quickest posstble time. 
It is intended primarily to deal with 
conflayrations that can be handled 
by “first aid” appliances, such as 
motorear fires, and gas or electric 
fires. Each of the eight 60lb. 
cylinders will liberate between 460 
and 600 cubie feet of gas, and cach 
of the 12 Ib, ¢ylinder 110 to 120 
cuble feet of gas. 

The Advantage. 
The great advantage of this form 
of cqtipment lies in the fact that 
CO2 causes no damage to delicate 
machinery; it is a perfect non- 
conductor and any damage incurred 
is confined {o that caused by the 
actual five, there being no mess to 
elear up afterwards.

The dipper stick 
may indicate that the sump fs still 
full to a good working level, But 
the oil may have been converted in- 
to emulsion; if this has ‘happened 
the engine will be wearing. at a 
most dangerous rate and rust will 
have begun to attack vital parts. 
INNER TUBES 
. Therefore the sump’ should be 
drained after 500 miles, from de- 
livery, and drained afresh every 
1,000 miles, irrespective of the dip- 
per stick readings. Moreover, any 
signs of internal water leaks should 
be dealt with promptly and effi- 
cfently; and if the piston rings 
evince a poor fit at the decarbonina- 
tion periods they should receive 
skilled attention. The life of o car 
should not be measured in terms 
of mileage or of months; it pivots 
on the intelligence with which it {fs 
handled and maintained, 

Finally the new owner should rea- 
lise that the inner tubes of his 
tyres are porous, and that in tho 
absence of regular inflation they 
will steadily lose pressure.

“It is interesting to note the 
comparison between European and 
American cars,” Mucller said. “lt 
18 equally interesting, however, to 
see how countries on.both sides of 
the ocean have Borrowed from one 
another, ‘I notice here, tor example 
how American cars are to-day em- 
ploying the pointed radiator, orlgin- 
ally a French design. The back 
panel of to-day is more Iike English 
back panels and the trend toward 
narrower cowls was probably taken 
from France. : 

“On the other hand, European 
Jnanufacturers, have taken from 
America such things as window re- 
gulators, locks, handles and interior 
lights. And the all-steel «body is 
mounting In popularity abroad. The 
Englishman reverse his car. it must 
look clean and polished at all 
times. It must be quict and smooth 
running. This‘demand for quite- 
ness hag helped advance the all-steel 
body.” 

A Keen Observer, 

Mueller, formerly served in an 
executive capacity with the Budd 
Company before his advancement to 
maniying director of that com- 
puny's British aMliate about five 
yeara ayo. He has been a keen ob- 
server of things gutemotive in 
Ksurope and his observations are the 
more interesting because of his 
fumiliarity with American cars and 
American automobile manufacturing 
methods, 

He said that the so-called “Sun- 
shine Roof!’ was‘ very popular in 
England but did not think this type 
of roof would ever make much 
headway in this country, because it 
is particularly sulted to the British 
climate. Approximately 90 per cent. 
of the production of the Pressed 
Steel company employs this type of 


roof, which is likened to the roll- 
top desk fn the manner in which 
at slides back, It is water-proof and 
noise-proof and js to-day standard 
equipment on many English cars. 
“The English motorist has certain 
advantages over his American 
brother.” Mucller pointed out. “Eng- 
land, in my opinion, has the finest 
roads in the world and motoring {8 
other.” Mueller point out, “Eng- 
lish automobilist is particular in 
many ways. As a result British 
manufacturers have provided many 
features which are lacking here. 
Must Have Improvements. 
“For example, practically every 
car abroad has a rear curtain which 
may be controlled from the driver's 
sent. You couldn't sell a car in 
England without this. Moreover, 
British car’ havo better headlights 
than we have. The American head- 
light might be termed o forty-five- 
mile-per-hour headlight, the Bri- 
tish, for comparison’s sake, o 
soventy-mile-per-hour headlight. I

attention, The British have proven 
to their satisfaction that this is 
deserving of consideration and it is 
but a question of time before Amer-

Representatives Get 
Past Difficulties. 


London, July & 

That British motor manufactur- 
ars and their representatives are 
not siting down under the difficulty 
of trading conditions . to-day, 
shown in many directions; a good 
example {3 that of Messrs. Henlys.

Interests Might Block

Lord Ceell warned us the other 
day, In a speech at the London 
Qucen’s Hull, that the  Disarma- 
ment Conferente has many seeret 
foes, The whole Influence 
mand of various armament firms fs 
at work to prevent a drastle re- 
duction in arms, It is clear that a 
successful outcome’ of the Con- 
Terence will inflict some loss on 
private armament firms, even 
though their plant can be, with 
little expense, transformed for 
more pexceful purposes; since pre- 
sumably the profits on orders for 
munitions of (war are move gub- 
stantind than those that ean be exe 
pected from more pucifie  enter- 
prises. : 

Recently there has been publish- 
ed by the League of Nations a now 
Statistlen] Year Book of ‘the: Trade 
in Arms and) Ammunition, This 
shows that Great Britain in 1930 
supplied 30.8 per cent. of the total 
exports of £11,843,000 ut par ex- 
chunge, the next largest exporters 
being France ut 12.99%. It is but 
fuir to point out, however, that 
more than half of Great Britain's 
export trade was with her Domin- 
tons and Colonics; and, though she 
still heads the st of foreign ox- 
port, the difference is not so great 
between her and other States as at 
first sight appears. The figures 
wiven exclude sporting guns: and 
ammunition, in so far as w distine- 
tlon can be made between these and 
types required for military pur- 
poses. 

It docs ‘not of course, of necessity 
follow that o firm with a big ex- 
port trade in munitions of war is 
tryIng to nullify the work of the 
Disarmament Conference. We, 
however, havo before us as a warn- 
ing the Shearer case jn which 
thé” Geneva Naval Conference 
was wrecked by a man in the em- 
ploy of unserupulous American 
films, und we therefore cannot be 
blind to # possible recurrence of 
this opposition at the present 
time. The control of the traffic in 


*|munitions by private firms should 


certainly be a dominating factor in 
‘any agreement or treaty concerning 
a general reduction in armaments. 

Efforts havo been made by the 
League of Nations with some real 
hopo of success, to control and limit 
the manufacture of narcotic drugs, 
which can by abuse be used for the 
destruction of humanity, The 
Permanent Central Opium Board at 
Geneva receives the estimates of 
cach State's requirements both for 
medical and sciontific use and for 
reasonable export. Therefore, in 
the case of dangerous druga, it is 
possible to discover if exports cx- 
veed the world’s needs for legitl- 
mute uses, 

A Permanont Disarmament 
Board might conceivably function 
in a similar way, The result of 
this would inevitably be that the 
private manufacture of army for 
export or for home use would be 
under Government control and 
would not’ exceed the amount res 
quired for defensive purposes and 
for export recognised as legally re- 
quisite for — non-manufacturing 
States abroad. This Government 
control would be supervised by tho 
‘Permanent Bourd, and so. intorna- 
tional control of tho trade would

It ia understood that the hard- 
est work of the delegates hay 
been concluded and that tenta- 
tive agreements have been reach- 
ed between: the Dominions and 
the Unjted Kingdom with respect 
to the exports of butter, ment 
‘and fruit, three of the most im- 
portant products to be conajder-; 
ed at the Conference. ; 

Preferences on these three 
commodities will vary, it ia said, 
with restrictions against foreign 
competition under* abnormal cir- 
curmstances. 


Delerates Relax, 


‘For the first time, after the 
most hectic ten days, the dele- 
gates to the Conference are rest- 
ing. During the week-end, after 
they had attended the garden 
party given by Their Excellencies, 
the Earl and Countess of Bess- 
horough, at Government House, 
the majority of the delegates 
went to Lucerne, a famous Que- 
bee resort, where they enjoyed 
golf, of the Gatineau country, and 
fishing in the lakes and streams 
drives through the picturesque 
forest land.

It is believed that the un- 
deratandings are all based upon a 
system of preferences which will 
vary according: to the commodity, 
price and quantity of production, 
with restrictions against foreign 
competition under abnormal cir- 
cumstances, In othor words, the 
preferences are likely to be on a 
sliding seale, prohibiting 'dump- 
ing” of cheap foreign produce. 

The week to come will be devot- 
ed. to a-continuation of talks be- 
tween the Dominions’ and United 
Kingdom delegates in committee.

Shanghai, Yesterday, 

Incréeasing unemployment among scores of British people in 
Shanghai is creating real anxiety here and ‘patriotic bodies. and 
other organisations are feeling the pressure of heavy claims for 
assistance from the temporarily indigent. Britons are not the 
only sufferers. 

The situation was already acute owing to the os of certain 
business undertakings, but it hag been qggravated by the steady 
influx of Canadians, Australians, Hong Kong and Singapore people, 
and even former Calcutta residents, all seeking work, Very few r.
